made the vniuerſall pzoſcripti6 againſt 
the Parlans. After the deathe of this 
eruelle Splla, in — ok him ſelfe, 
Julius Ceſar the pitiefull , made dic⸗ 
taronr of Rome, and chiefe of the Bas 
rians, adnulled and vndtddeall thae 
Sylla had made, and bꝛoughte agapne 
into the aunctente eſfate the common 
welthe. | 
C What hath bene the condictons, the 
eſfate,pouerteo,richeſſe;fanour, oꝛ diſ- 
fauour of the anceſfaurs of this Parke

diligently ſerched foz. The aunciet Roz 
mapn hiſtoziens were not accuſtomed 
to wzite the lyues of the Emperours fa 
thers, namelp whan they be made mo⸗ 
narches, but the merites a graces that 
their childꝛen had, as fo the aucozicee 
that thei had inheriting their fathers, 
Trouth it is, as ſateth Julius Capito⸗ 
lin, the father of Parke Aurelpe them⸗ 
perour, had bene pꝛetour in exerciſes, 
and capitapne in the frontiers, in the 
time of Trajan the good, and Adziane 
the wiſe, and Antony the meke empe⸗ 
rours; This is confirmed by that the 
ſame Parc Aurelpe w2ot (being at Ro- 
des to a frendof his called Polion,that- 
was at Rome,ſaipng thus: Panpthin⸗ 
es haue J felt andknowen fren de Po 
ion, by the abſence of Nome, namely of 
that J ſee my ſelfe here alone in this ile: 
but as vertue maketh a ſtranger natu⸗ 
rall, and vice tourneth naturall to a 
raunger and as J haue bene, x. yeres 
here at Nodes to rede philoſophie, 3 
thereby repute my ſelfe as naturall of 
this lande, + that hath cauſed me to foꝛ⸗ 


get the pleaſures of Nome, and it bath 
W lerned 
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lerned me the maners of the ple. And 
here Jhaue-found many of mp fathers 
fredes, Here was capitaine againſt the 
Barbarics, to my loꝛd Ad2tan; Antony 
my father in law. the ſpace of.xv.yeres. 
Jlette the to witte, that the Rodia peo⸗ 
ple are curteis, « full ot god graces. i 
wold haue reade philoſophie às long as 
my father had bene at Rodes in warre, 
but J maie not:foꝛ Adꝛian my loꝛde cõ· 
maundeth me to go and kepe reſidence 
at Rome, howe be it euery man rciop- 
ſeth to ſee his naturall countrep. 
¶ So by the wo2des of this letter it is 
tobe beleued, that Anio Aero, father to 
this emperour Marke, had applied the 
moſt parte ot᷑ his ipfe in warre. It was 
not the cuſtome lyghtly to truſte a pers 
lone, to haue the office ot a gouernour 
on the-frontters, without he had bene 
well exe reiſed in the feates of warre. 
And as all the glozie of the Komaines 
was to leaue after theym good renow⸗ 
me, the ſaide Marke certainly was ta⸗ 
ken foꝛ the moſt vertnouſe, had great⸗ 
teſt frendes in the Senate, whereby he 
truſted on the conqueſte of the moſte 
cruell ennemies:accoꝛdynge as the ſaid 
Dexto Cheronenſe hiſtozien 2 hi

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The Romaines all though they had in 
their handes moſte perillous warres, 
pet they had in foure partes of the em- 
— ſtrong and entier garriſons. That 
to ſaie, in Btzance, the which is now 
Conſtantinople, by reaſon of the of the 
oꝛiente: And Engades, the whichenow 
is called Calix a citee of Spapne, fo2 
loue of theim of the weffe:Jn the ryuer 
of Khodano, which is now the ryuer of 
Nyne, koꝛ the Germaines: And in Col⸗ 
tolſe, whiche now is called the Rhodes, 
Bytauſe of the Barbariens. In the ka- 
lendes of Januarie, whan the ſenate de⸗ 
uided the offices, beyng pour ue ved of a 
dictatour, and of two conſules perelp, 
Incontintt in the thirde place thei pꝛo⸗ 
uided foꝛ foure moſte excellent barons 
to defend the ſaide foure Frötiers: The 
ich ſemeth to be true, koꝛ the moſt fa 
mouſe and renowmed barons in their 
pong daies were capitaines in the ſaide 
rontiers: The great Pompeius was 
ſent to the Byzauces Conſtantinople: 
The wozthy Scipio was ſent to the 
Colloſſences and Rodians : And the 
touragious Julius Ceſar, was ſente 
to the Gaditapnes of Calir of Spayn: 
and the ſtronge eſtemed 9 
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ſent to themof the riuer of Nyne. Th 
we ſaie bycauſe that Anio Aero father 
to Marc Aurelie emperour , had bene 
pꝛouoſt and pꝛetour inthe offices, and 
one of the capitaynes of the Frontiers, 
whiche ought to be in Rome one of the 
perſones moſt eſtemed. 


CUhat maiſters Parke Aurclye 
| had in his pouth. Cap.ii. 


Ms baue not by any autentike hi⸗ 
\ V ffories, fro whens, wha,o: how, 
in what maner, oꝛ in what exerciſes, oꝛ 
with what perſonnes, oz in what lande 
was ſpente and coſumed the Tarts 
of the life of this god emperour. But to 
be ſhozt, Julius Capitoline ſaicth, that 
he had bene. xxiii. pere vnder the com⸗ 
maundement of Adzian the emperour. 
Howe be it contrary wile is founde by 
other hiſtoziens, 2 as ſaieth 
Serto Cheronenſe in his hiſtozp. It 
was not the cuſtome of the Romapnes 
troniclers, to wꝛite the thinges done by 
theſe p2inces befo:e thei were pzinces, 
but onely ot pong people, being in their 
a age, hauyng great and highe ma- 

ficece,and doyng great an, tis 
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This ſeemeth to be of trouthe; foꝛ Sne- 
fon Tranquil recounteth largelpe the 
feareful dedes and enterpꝛyſes done by 
Caius Jul. Ceſar in hys pounge age, to

greate ambycpon, that they aͤt⸗ 
tapne to the monarchv, and but of mall 
wytte and naturptee to keepe them ſelfe 
therein. It is no newe thinge, that men 
gape fozhyghe and fraple thynges. And 
the moꝛe higher the magnificece is, the 
moꝛe lower they fele foꝛtune. And wha 
they were diligent to accomplyſhe their 
deſpꝛe, as much thought had they to con 
ſerue theyꝛ qupetnes and reſte. In caſe 
than that Anio Uero,: father to Parke 
the Emperour, folowed the exercyſe of 
warres, pet he put hys ſonne in p waye 
to learne ſcience. oꝛ there was a lawe 
ſoꝛe vſed and accuſtomed, and wel — — 
in the Romapne policie, that euer cite⸗ 
ſins ſonnes, that enioped the lybertie of 
Rome, and had accomplyſſhed. x. eres. 
ſhuld not be ſuffered to go by the ſtretes 
as vacabundes. No2 it ſhould not be ſuf 
fered by the Cenſure, whoo gouerned 
Rome, and daylp toke hede to the foꝛkai⸗ 
tes done therin, to ſuffre a chyld no len⸗ 
gar than. x. peres of his age op — 
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thilde. But fro thenſe foꝛthe the father 

of the childe ſhould be boũd to nouriſhe 
vm out ok the circuite ot Rome, oꝛ to 
pa pledge, that his ſonne ſhould do no 
kolies. Whan Rome triumphed, and by 
their policie gouerned all the woꝛlde, it 
was certainly a meruaplouſe and mon 
ſrrous thyng to ſee it than, and no leſſe 
fearefullvnto vs nowe to here therok. 
There was at that tyme in Rome. iii. 
undꝛed thouſand inhabitautes, amog 
hom there was. ii. hundzed.P.yonge 
— were rekrained and bzidled 

om their yonge pleaſures. Che ſon of 

Cato was chaſtiſed, bicauſe he was wil 
full and pzeſaptuous, And alſo: the bꝛo⸗ 
ther of good Cyna was banyſhed, by- . 
cauſe he went pdelly as avacabunde. 
Without that Cicero begpleth vs in 
bis bookes of the Romaine lawes, no 
Romaine ought to ſtrate abꝛode in the 
retes ol Nome, but ik he bare in his 
ande the ſigne oz token of the office, 
wherby he liued. To thentet that euery 
man ſhould knowe, that he lpued by his 
trauaile, and not by the ſweate of other 
men. This lawe was kept of euery per⸗ 
ſonne. The emperour had bozne befo:e

Renoluae all 
kes, and ſerche th2ough all realmes, 
and finally thei ſhew vs, that veray few 
in their realmes , haue bene happy in 
armes, but there haue bene many fa- 
mous and renoumed by ſcripture xler- 
nyng. Takehere example, and ſe if it be 
true 02 not that J (ate. Had the Aſſiries 
mo than one kyng, that was Ni1n?, one 
Ligurge amonge the Lacedemonians, 
the Egiptiens one Ptholome , the Yes 
bꝛewes one Pachabee, the Grekes one 
Hercules, the Pacedoniens one Aleran 
der, the Epyꝛotiens, one Pyꝛhezone Ya 
nibal the Carthaginens, and one Juli“ 
Ceaſar amonge the Komapnes : It is 
not thus of learned men: fo2 if the Gre⸗ 
kes vaũteth them of the. vii. ſages , who 
we beleue moꝛe in they2 philoiophy,tha

oꝛ as difficile it is to fynde a trouth in 
omere, as a lie in thefe ſages.

The Aſtrologiens in aſtronomp, p mu⸗ 
ſiciẽs in mulicke, the dꝛatours in their 
arce of Rhetozike. And ſome in other 
ſcieces, And this not in one dave, but in 
many and not onely by infozmation of 
other, but he wold know it by his owne 
pꝛopꝛe experience. Thus they were all 
erampned, ſo that there was none leite 
behynde. And as fozperfecte knowe- 
ledge ol thpnges. wher in we haue grear 
affection; it behoueth to haue ſtraunge 
auyle, clere vnderſtandyng, and pꝛo⸗ 
De experience: ſo the emperour com⸗ 
maded to choſe out of diners a few, and 
but ot few the wiſeſt, and of thewiſet 
Je moſt expert, moſt wo:thy, and mol 
* 6 D. ii. aͤnciet. 
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ancient. And accozding to the.vii.artes 
tiberalthere was aCigned toeuery ſcie- 
ce two maiſters: ſo that the pzince was 
one, i the maſters.xiiii. This renowme 
that the emperour ſent ouer all,to haue 
maiſters foz his ſon the pꝛinte, cauſed 
to come to him mo wile men fro ſtraũg 
countreis, than of the marches e neigh⸗ 
bours of Rome. The god rour cd ⸗ 
ſidering that it was no reſon, that ſuch 
as came to his ſeruice: ſhould retourne 
miſcontẽted, ſome with iopfull woꝛdes, 
ſome vpon certain hope, and ſome with 
giktes and pzeſentes were 11 ＋ r 
that they were all pleaſed. And if this 
doyng was renowmed by _ repo:t of 
the wiſe men it was no vertuous 
by the wiſdom and wozthpnes of them⸗ 
perour, to ſend them home ſo well con- 


cent, Foz he ſent them awaie as well ſa- 


tiſfied that were ouercome;as thei were 
contered that overcame theim. And cer 
taynly thei had all reaſon;fo2 ſome bare 
theſwete wozdes and ſatiſfieng of the 
father; and ſome abode there charged 
with the enterpziſe of the ſonne.Pet the 
god emperour not being cotented with 
this, commaunded that theſe maiffers 
Muld be lodged in his palais , and 1

Doe pe not know, that 
with the fyze of m rlare golde is dꝛa⸗ 
wen, and by thelyghtnes of fooles wiſe 
men are — Certainely the fyne 
golde defendeth his qualitees in the 
quicke furnaies, andlikewiſe the wyſe 
man ſheweth his vertues among foles, 
Mote pe not, that a folecannot be kno⸗ 
wen among fooles, noꝛ a wple man a⸗ 
mong ſage folke- Among wiſe men, the 
foole is made bꝛight, and among fooles 
wyle men doe ſhyne. Do pe not know, 
what ſhame it is to make the diſciples 
of fooles, maiſters of p2inces . Know 
ve not, that ot the couragiouſe vnder⸗ 
Tandyng pꝛocedeth the er - of 
the bodie, the reſt of the perſonne to be 
the temperace of the tongue: wharnes 
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fiteth it you to haue an experte tongue, 
a quicke memoꝛp, a clere vnderſtãdyng 
reat ſcience, pꝛofounde eloquence, oꝛ a 
fwete ple, if with all theſe graces ye 
haue a wicked will: Wherfoze wil wiſe 
men haue their woꝛdes ſo diſtincte and 
moderate, if theix woꝛdes be light? And 
5 thentent that it ſhuld not ſeme to pon 
that I ſpeake of pleaſure, J wyll bzyng 
to you an antikelawe of Rome. In the 
ſeuech table of the lawes of our fathers 
was wzitten theſe wozdes. We com?

But nowe it 
is contrary,foznowe in Gzece the liers 
and tanglers are baniſſhed, and hathe 
ſenttheym to Rome:and Rome hath ba 
niſhed and ſent the good wyſe men into 
Grece: and in this maner J deſpꝛe ras 
ther to be baniſhed into Grete with wi⸗ 
ſe men, than to abyde in Rome wpth fo- 
les.

It is reaſon nowe to thewe, howe this 
emperour bp his Jen pzudence com 
palled and diſpatched the greatte and 
bags buſyneſſe of the a paͤrti⸗ 
ſehold, the . 
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kion ot his perſone, the exertyſe of his 
ffudtes, the infinite reaſoning with one 
an other, with ſuche peine takyng, and 
in ſo tho2t tyme. Ye was ſo apte and 
well aduiſed, that by hym there was ng 
time pll ſpent, Noz neuer failed to dil- 
patche the buſpneſſe of the empyze. _ 
And becauſe the tyme is gloziouſe of 
hym that gloziouſely ſpendeth it, and 
the tyme is accurced, that to our dos 
mage and without pꝛoũite to other paſ⸗ 
ſeth, leauyng vs ignoꝛant as bzute bea⸗ 
ſtes: e departed the tyme by tymes, the 
oꝛder wherof was thus. Seuen hou⸗ 
res he llept in the night, and reſted one 
dure in the date: At dyner and ſupper 
e waſted but onely two how2es:he des 
uted two howꝛes foz the mattiers of

ters, to ſtudy antiquities: to pzact iſe 
with wiſe men, to diſpute among Phi⸗ 
loſophers, he pa us ozdinately in 
winter: And in ſümmer ik cruell war⸗ 
res leatted him not, oʒ that he were tray 
bled with great and heynouſe matters, 
he went euer to bed at. ix. of the clocke, 
and awoke af. iiij. It was of cuſtome, 
that Emperours had euer lightes bꝛen⸗ 
nyng in their chaumber. And therkoze 
when he awoke, becauſe he woulde not 
bs pdle, he had euer a booke at his bed⸗ 
des hed. And thus in readyng he ſpent 
the reſt of the night, tyll it was — Ys

ready openlp, not angrelp, but merelie. 
he wold demaũd of theim that wer pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, howe they had ſpent all the . 
tyme, And (here be would reherſe what 
e had red ð ni Pr M hã he was readie, 
e woulde thy e his handes with very 
wel ſmelling waters: foꝛ hewas a great 
louer of all ſwete odours.

tomplaintes. In fulfilling hereot he ſhal 
paue þ goddes in his haͤdes, | the hertes 
of men thal be his.

alte hir felfe as maiſtres andruler. Be⸗ 
holde Fauffine howe ve women are ſos 
ertreme in al bheedlongereremirees,that 
with a littel fauour ye wil eralt,augmet 
and 8 great pꝛpde: and with a 
littel diſfkausur, pe retouer great hatred. 
Chere is ns perkit louc,'wher is no ega⸗ 
liree bet wene the louers. And as ye and 
sther are vnperkite, foo is pour loue vn⸗ 
pꝛokite. I wote well ye vnderſtande me 
not. Therkoze vnderſfand Fauſtin, that 
I ſate moꝛe than pe wene. There is no 
woman, that with hir will would ſuffre 
any greacter than hir ſelf: no2 to be ton⸗ 
tent to haue an other egal with hir: Foz 
though ſhe haue a. . li.rẽt, pet ſhe hath 
r. Þ.foltes in hir head. And that wooz(s 
is, though it ehaunce hir huſband to die, 
t ſheleſe all hir rent, pet endeth not hir 
fooliſhnes.Verken to me, and J ſhal cell 
to you mo2e.

Was lacke of houſes in the ſaide moun⸗ 
taines: In one was the youſbanbe, the 
ſonnes and men ſeruauntes: and in the 
other the wife the doughters 4 maidens. 
¶ On che holy daies they did eate tage⸗ 
ther, and ones in the weke they lay tage⸗ 
ther. Wha great Pompep had gueſtio- 
ned the cauſe of their liupng in that ma⸗ 
ner,fo2 that he neuer (awe noꝛ knewe a 
mazesrtrem thing in al the wozld. One 
ot theim aunſwered: Pompep beholde, 
the goddes haue geuen vs a ſhoꝛt life, fo:

I tell thee Fauſtine, that though we 
talt the Maſagetes Barbariens, in this 
caſe they be wyler than the Romapnes. 
One chyng A wil tell you Fauſtine, and 
A p2ay vou marke it welt. It᷑ the beaſtly 
mouing of the fleſh enfoꝛced not the wyl 
of man to do his luſt, and that he would 
not deſire women, J doubt whether wo⸗ 
men would ſuffre it oꝛ loue it the lefſe, 
Ok trouthe it the Goddes had made this 
loue voluntarie, as it is natural, that is, 


_ as we would we myght; and not as we 


would and map not: with great peine 
a ma might be ſatiſfied; though he ſhuld 
toſe him ſelfe foꝛ any waman . It is a 
great ſecrete of the goddes, anda great 
miſerie to mã, that the fainte and weake 
leſche doeth koꝛce the hert, which ſhuld 
be free, to loue that it abhoꝛreth, and to 
alowe that that domageth. This is a 
great ſecrete, that men can fele it euery 
dure as men: pet by diſcretiũ map not 
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remedie it. — 
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$1962 the men that be dead, but faz ttos 
inges,t thet been theſe : The Goddes 
hive without feare of theim that be mas 
licious, t they that be dead are in peace 
without nede of women. The apze is (9 
co2rupte, that it coꝛrupteth euery man 
with two peckilet plages io deadly, that 
the fleſhe and the heart endeth.

As farre as q can 
remtẽbꝛe, whan Camill made his vowe 
to Cybill the mother of goddes to ſende 
him vicozy ina battaile, whan he had 
won p victo2y, Rome was ſo poꝛe, that 
it had neyther golde noz ſpluer foz to 
make the ffatute of ꝓmeſſe, the matro⸗ 
nes than beyng, ſeyng that their houſs 
bandes did offer their lpues in the ſaide 
war, thei grated to pꝛeſent their icwels 
to the holy ſenate. It was a meruailous 
thing to ſe e, that without any ſpeaking 
to the, oz without any mans inticemet 
ebe peel all together to goe to 
the high capitoll, and there in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence ot euery man pꝛeſented theyꝛ ow⸗ 
ches hangyng at their eares, The rpn- 
ges of their fingers. the bꝛacellettes of 
theyꝛ armes, the perles from thepꝛ at- 
tires ot their heades, the collers krom 
their neckes, The bꝛoches of their bꝛea⸗ 
ſtes, the gyzdels about their middels, 
and boꝛders of theyz gownes . And 
though that their gpyft was eſfemed to 
a great valu,yet rhepz good willes was 

eſtemed 
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efemed a great deale moꝛe. The =pches 
that thei offered there was ſo great, that 
there was not ali onely pnough to per- 
fo2me the vowe of the ffatute,but alls to 
purſew the warre. And as than the tu⸗ 
Tome of Rome was, that none did theim 
any pleaſure,but he was ſhoꝛtly recom⸗ 


penced:the ſame dape that the matrones 


did offre their riche and faire ieweiles in 
the capitol, there was grãted vnto theim 
fine maner of thinges in the Senate: 

The fir, that at their deathes the oꝛa⸗ 
tours ſhould pꝛeache, publiſhe, and ſhew 
their good liuyng: The ſecond, that they 
ſhould ſit in the temple, where as befo:e 
they were wont to ſtande: The thyꝛde, 
that they ſhould were farred and lpned 
unes, where as befoꝛe thei ware none 
ut ſingle: The fourth, that in their di⸗ 
ſeaſes they myght dꝛynke wpne, where 
as befoze on their lines thei durſt dzinke 
none but water: The fyfth that the Pa⸗ 
trones of Rome great with childe, chuld 


not be refuſed of any thyng that they de⸗ 


fired. Theſe kiue thinges fo2 certapne 
were tuſtly and wpllingly graunted by 
the ſenate. And why this lawe that com⸗ 
maundeth to denay nothing to a woman

of Egipt. Ind the matrones of Rome were at 
this time as ſad 4 honc ſt, as thei be now bold s 
light. Do was the wife of the ſaid Tozquate, 
was nigh the tyme of hir deliueraũte. great 
thyld ot trouth awoman lo yoneſt, that foz the 
ſobze ſolitarines that the kept in Rome (he had 
no les glo:y thi had hir huſbande in Þ warres

as in Aſic a warre fare, the firſt time that he 
went thither. he was neuter ſene at © windowe 
loking out, che was not al only regarded foz 
that, but fn al Þ caid.xiui, peres neuer mi child 
noꝛ man aboue the age of. viii. peres came with 
in hir gates. ind not tcõtent with this, that (he 
did to gine example to al Rome. to attem per 
petual memo, where as He had left with her 
thzee ſonnes,the eldeſt of whom was but thiee 
peres of age:t as ſone as they came to. g. pere, 
che ſent theim out of hir hous to their grankfa⸗ 
thers, Ind tuus did this excellent Romein la⸗ 
dy, to thentẽt that vnder toloꝛ of hit own chit- 
dꝛen there ſhuld none other pong childzen enter 
ints hir houſe. Thoſe peres paſſed.after that 
gaod olde man Toxquate was retourned fro 
warres of the Wolleos , the Caide wylde man 
with one eye went by the doze of the ſaid Tozs 
aquate,+ one of hir maidens toldehir, f it was 
8 maruailouys thing to ſee: + the good lady had 
grcat deſire to ſe hum, + becauſe ther was none 
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to hing him to hie, that ſhe might ſee him, che 
died ko ſoꝛow Fd foz certain though he came 
oft] inough by hir doze, pet tbe wold neuer go 
no loke out at hir widow to ſe him. Hir death 
greatly be wapied in Rome, foz che was in 
ome moſt derely beloued,+ good reaſon : fo 
many dais atoꝛe was no ſuch woman bzoughe 
bp in Rome. Ind by the tõmaundement of the 
ſenate the tenour of this wzytyng in verſes 
were ſet vpon hir ſepulchze.

And there all togi⸗ 
ther to o2dayne puniſhment, accoꝛdyng 
to thediuerſitee of the fantes that th 
had committed. But the fautes chmits- 
ted that pꝛeſent pere, thei might not cha 
Tice, but to aduertiſe them to amend af- 
terwarde. And all ſuche as were ones 
warned, e in the next viſitacion founds 
fpll vnamended, to be greyoufly punp⸗ 
ed, t ſometime banythed, Theſe were 
e woꝛdes ol the law in the.v.table and 
thirde capiter: It is oꝛdeigned by the 
holy Senate, by eonſent of bliſfull men, 
reteiuyng the auncient colon ies, that if

Lvkeas whan a great 
buylding wil fall, firſt there falleth ſoms 
fone: Jn lypkewyſe the Komaines neuer 
ad no great peſtilence in their time, but 
rt they were thzeatiied with ſome toke 
ſigne 02 p2odigie fro heauen. Two pears 
befo2e that Baniball entred into Italie, 
in an euenyng whan the weather was 
clere and faire, ſodainly it rayned bloud 
and milke in Rome, And it was declared 
by a woman, that the bloud betokened 
cruell warre, and the mylke a moꝛtall pe 
filence. Whan Scilla retourned from 
Chempapn, to put Marius his ennemy 
out of Rome, his men of warre + knigh- 
tes ſawe in a night a fountaine that ron 
bloud, and who lo euer was bathed ther⸗ 
in, ſemed to be poiſoned with venim. Ot 
the which pꝛodigie kolowed, that ot᷑.ii.C 
and. l. M. dwellers in Rome, what with 
theim that died with the lwearde, and 
other conſumed by peſtilence, _ 
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conſumed with Scilla, and of them that 
led with Marius, ot᷑ the ſaide great mul 

titude of Romains, there abode aliue no 
mo hut. xl. M. perſones.Certainly Nome 
neuer receiued ſo — brei vi. C 
peares befoze, as they did by their owne 
pꝛopꝛe people. All the tyꝛantes were ne⸗ 
ner ſo cruell agaynſt ſtrange landes, as 
the Komatnes were than againſt their 
owne pꝛopꝛe landes. And this ſemeth to 
be true, becauſe the ſame day that Scilla 
paſſed thzough Rome with hys bloody 
ſwooꝛde, a capitain of his ſapde to hym: 
Sir Scilla, it᷑ we ſlea them that beare ar 
mour in the fieldes, and them that beare 
no armour in their houſes, with whome 
ſhall welpue J coniure the bp the bye 
goddes, ſithe we be boꝛne of women, leat 
vs not lea the women: and ſithe we bs 
men, leat vs not flea the men. Thou thin 
keft that in ſleayng all the Romaines, to 
make a common wealth of beaſtes of the 
monntaypnes. Thou entreſt with a crye 
to defende the common welth, and to put 
out the tyꝛantes that deſtroie the com⸗ 
mon welth, and we do remaine tirantes 
our ſelifes. To mine vnderſtanding, that 
capitain merited as greatte gloꝛy foꝛ the 
good woo2des that he ſpake, as Ar” 
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did merite chaſfiſement (27 the crueltes 
that he did, This we haue ſalde, becauſe 
that ere ſuch damages did kal, there appe 
red befoze certaine pꝛodigies and tokẽs.

J can nat ſave it 
wythout teares „ Rome is kallen from 
the moſte heyght of her yſtate, notte foꝛ 
faute of money and armes, foꝛ to fyghts 
with all, but fozlacke of wyſe men, and 
vertuous foꝛ to gouerne. Dure kozeka⸗ 
thers wan like men, and we leſe like ſim 
ple chyld:en.

Pp pꝛedeceſlours had — — 
nigh to the floud of Danubie, and becau- 
ſe dyd yll, the earth waxed dꝛie, and 
ep dzewe to the freſſhe water: than the 
water was noyfull to theim, and they te 
tourned to the main lande. M hat ſhall 
ſaie than? pour couetiſe is ſo great, to 
haue ſtraungers goodes, and your pꝛide 
ſo renowmed, to cõmaunde all ſtraunge 
landes, that the ſea mape not pꝛoſite vs, 
in the depenes thereof, no2 the earth, to 
alure vs in the canes thereof, Therfoze 
I hope in p ſuſt goddes, that as pe, with- 
out reaſon, haue caſte vs ont of our hou⸗ 
ſes and poſſeſſions : ſo other ſhall come, 
that by reaſon, ſhal caſte pon out of Ita⸗ 
lie and Rome.

O ik theſe couetous people 
were as couetous of their own honour, 
as thet be o other mens goodes,J ſwert 
to pou, that the littell woꝛme oz mothe, 
that eateti the gowne oz clothes ot ſuche 
couetous people, ſhould not eate the ret 
of their lle, noꝛ the canker of inkamie, 
diſtroie their good name x fame at their 
deathes. Yerke pe Romapnes, harke 
what J wyl late, J would to the goddes, 
that ye could taſte it. J ſee that all the 
woꝛlde hateth pꝛyde, t pet is there none, 
that folowerh meke nes and hamilitee. 

Euer man condempneth aduoucrie, X 
pet J ſee none, that lyueth chaſte:Tuerp 
man curſeth exceſſe, and J ſee none leue 
temperatip:euery ma pꝛaiſeth pacience, 
and J ſee none that will ſuffre:euery ma 
blamerh loach, and J ſee none but they 
that be del, eue ry one blameth auarice, 
and pet euery body robbeth.

'J ſee ſuch tyzanny in pour 
cenſures, +ſuch robberies amonge the 
po2epesple,+1J ſee ſuch warres in that 
5 hope of ſo ſmall remedte in 
pour Senate, that J am determined as 
molt vnhappy,to banyſh my ſelfe out of 
myneowne houſe, t honeſt copante, to 
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thentent that my herte ſhoulde not feele 
ſo Create à hurte. It is a 822 payne to 
ſuffer the ouerth2ow of foꝛtune: but it 
is a greater pll,whan one feleth it, and 
can not remedie it, and vet wpthout c6- 
ariſon,mp greatteſt grefe is, wha mp 
olle may be remedied,and he that maie 
wyl not, and he that wyl, can not reme⸗ 
dye it.

Foz pe Roma 
nes, ve mate well ſee, p the trouble þ we 
haue commeth by men, among men, r 
with men, and by the handes of menne. 


. Tha it is no meruaile, though men fele 


it as men. One thing cofozteth me, and 
diuers times among other, that be vn⸗ 
foꝛtunate, it cometh to ſuche purpoſe, d 
which is, J thinke þ goddes be lo right- 
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wyſe, that their fierce and cruel chaſfiſe 
metes come not but by our owne craell 
ſh:ewdnes,and our ſecrete ſinnes awa 
keth vs ſo,y we haue open iuffice, But 
of one thing Jam ſo2e troubled, becauſe 
the goddes can not be contented. Foꝛ a 
good perſon, foꝛ a littel faute, is greatly 
chaſtiſed, and he that is pl, foꝛ many fan 
tes is not puniſhed at all. So thus the 
zoddes fo2beare ſome, andſome haue no 
mercie.

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compence with my thꝛote. Fo2 in good 
ſoth, J had rather to winne honour, of- 
fring my ſelf to the death, than pe ſhold 
haue it, in takyng my life fro me. Thus 


this villapn ended his purpoſe. Than 


the Emperour ſated : Howe thynke pe 
my frendes, what kernel of a nut: what 
golde of fylthezwhat — ok ſtrawe, 
what roſe of thoznes, what marowe of 
boanes,dpd he vncouer? What reaſc 1 
ſo hye, what wozdes ſo well ſet, what 
truthe ſo true, and what malice ope⸗ 
ned he ſo 2 Bediſcouered the duitie of a 
good man. And J ware to you, as J 
male be deliuered from this enill feuer 
that J haue, that J ſawe this villaine 
ſtandyng a hole houre on the erth bold⸗ 
lie. and we holdyng downe our heddes

He was not choſen by the peticion 
of his kather, foꝛ he was againft it with 
all his power : (aipng, that the empire 
ought not tobe geuen fo2 the laude of 
theim that be deade, but he ſhuld be cho- 
ſen fo: his owne good woꝛkes. Dften- 
tymes this Emperour wold late, —

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f choſen the ambaſſadours of p Parthes 


his pꝛeſtce. And on an other date þ Em⸗ 
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ſhalbe loſt whan the lection ſhall be ta⸗ 
ken from the Senate, and the Emperoꝛ 
to inherite thempire by patrimonie. 
Cove to retourne where as we left. 
is Emperour beyng at Salon, ſtu⸗ 
died ſooꝛe to enter into Rome in good 
oꝛder, and Rome ſtudied ſoze, howe to 
receine hym, as it apperteigned trium⸗ 
——— e koꝛ ſuche a warre. Ye was 
oꝛe delired of the empire: and ener he 
imagined, howe to do pleaſure to the 
youu , and the people wer rad to die 
n his ſernice. Diuers times was mo- 
ued a pleaſaunt purpoſe in the Senate, 
whiche of theſe thinges was moſt to be 
loued: The Emperoꝛ to lone the people 
of the empire, oʒ the people ofthe empire 
the emperour.

And the good Emperour fo2 a me- 
moꝛie gaue the laude to the people, be- 
cauſe-of their great obedience x ſeruice, 
and extreme loue that he had found in 
theim: and the happie people recounted 
the great clemẽcie t mercp, that was in 
the Emperour, e his vertue + wozthy- 
neſle in gouernyng, his honeſtie of lis 
_ uyng, and his fozce and baltauntneſſe 
in conqueryng.It was a great thing to 
ſe the honour that the people gaue to the 
Emperour, and the good renoume that 
themperour gaue to p — The w2p- 
tynges were geuen tothe ſtraunge am⸗ 
aſladours , to the entent that þ people 
might lerne to obeie their pꝛin es: and 
1 to loue their people. To thende 
luch exãples as it was reaſõ p good

O how mn realmes and kinges 
reade we of, to be loſte by the pu gouers 
naunce of women, and to reſiſt agapnſk 
theim hath bene nede of wyſedome, pe⸗ 
rylles, monye,fo:ce,and wozthyneſle of 
many men. The vices ina woman is as 
a grenerede, that boweth every waye: 
but the lybertie and diſhoneſtie is as a 
105 kixe that bꝛeketh in ſuch wyſe, that 
the moze yl thei vtter, the moze vnlikely 
is þ red2elle ther ot agayn.

There was doen to 
him al thexperience that could be found 
bp medicines, as vnto great pꝛinces and 
lo2des is accuſtomed. And all did hym 
no p2ofite: by reaſon the maladie was 
greuous, t the emperour charged with 
peres, and the apꝛe of the land was con⸗ 
trar to hym, and the tyme helped hym 
nothpnge : and alſo he was not well in⸗ 
tended. And as men of woꝛſhip doe let 
moze by their honour than by their lys 
ues, and had rather dye with honour, 
than liue diſhonoꝛed, to aſſure their ho⸗ 
nour, thei aduenture euery houre their 
liues, and had leauer haue one houre of 
honour, than a. C. eres of life; Do thus 
this ſicke Emperour;cauſed himſelfe to 
be boꝛne all about his campe, and went 
ts ſee the ſcarmiſſhes, and would ſleepe 
in the feeldes: the whiche was not with 
out great perill of his life, noz without 
great trauaile ot his perſon. Thus on a 
date the Emperour, beyng in a great fe- 
uer and letten bloud, heard a great cla- 
mour oꝛ noyſe in the fceid: made by his 
men that had bꝛought home great qua- 
titee of foꝛage, and their enemies ſet on 
theim, to relcue it: there was medlyng 
an both parties, the one to beare ar 
a 
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and the other to defende: The Romaſns 
fo: hunger, dyd what they could, to bere 
it awate. And the Pungariens, from 
whence it came, made reſiſtence: They 
medled ſo one with an other, and their 
debate was ſo cruel, that ther was flain 
fine capitatnes of the Komaines, the 
woꝛſte of them was moꝛe wozthe, than 
all the foꝛage that they had wonne. And 
of the Hungariens were ſo many ſlapn, 
that all the fozage that thet had loſt, was 
not ſo muche woꝛthe. Certapnly conſide 
ring thecrueltee that was there doone, 
the p2ofite that came thereby, was very 
ſmall to the Komatns, ſo that there wet 
but a fewe awaie with the foꝛage, and of 
the Hungariẽs fewer, was left to make 
reſiſtence. The Emperour ſeing the vll 
oꝛder, and that by the reaſon ot his blud 
lettyng and feuer, he was not pꝛeſent at 
that acte, he toke ſuche a heuineſſe at his 
heart, whereby he kell into a traunce, 
that it was thought he had been dead: 

and ſo he laye thzee nyghtes and twog 
dates, that he conlde ſeeno lyght of the 
ſkie, no2ſpcaketo any perſone. The 
eate ot his ſickeneſſe was great, and 
is peines greatter , he dꝛanke muche e 
eate littell, he coulde not fleepe, his — 
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j his mouthe blacke. 
ometyme he lifted bp his eies, and ol⸗ 
Nate ioygned his handes together: 
e ſpake nothyng, and ſyghed many t 
mes. His thzotc was ſo dzie, that he cold 
not ſpitte:his eies were verie ſoze wich 
ſobbpng and werpyng. It was great 
compallion to ſee his death, and a great 
plague of his cofafion to his houſe, and 
alſo the very great loſſe of his warre.

bicion. O how ignoꝛant ars theſe pꝛin⸗ 
ces, that take hede of ſuche herbes and 
venims, that myghte popſon theim in 
their meates, and care not foz the poiſon 
that they of their pꝛiuie counſaple dooe 
geue theim: Doubtleſte there is no com⸗ 
—— foꝛ the herbes and poyſons can 
e geuen but on one date: but the venym 
of pll counſell is giuen euery houre.Ue- 
nim is defended by the hozne of an Unt- 
co2ne,bytriacle, and otherwyſe by vo⸗ 
mites:but the popſon of pll counſel hath 
noremedy,andleſſedefenſiues. And fl⸗ 
nally J ſape, that the venim geuen by an 
ennemp can but flea one Emperoure in 
Rome, but the popſon geut᷑ by hym that 
is moſte pꝛiuie to euil counſell, leeth the 
emperour, and deſtroieth the common 
wealth 
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wealth. And where as euerp vertuous 
pꝛince ſetteth moꝛe by perpetual renou⸗ 
me, than this tallible life, ve being gquer 
nours of the empire, and maiſters to my 
ſon ne, they that owe him pll will, haue 
not ſo muche power ouer his life, as + 
uo vpon his renoume. Therekoꝛe if he 

eawaked by his enemies fraungers, 
muche rather he ought to bee awaked a⸗ 
mong his domeſkicall friendes One 
thyng J eommaũde as ta my ſeruantes, 
and J deſyꝛe you as my kriendes, that ye 
ſhewe not your ſelfe ſo pꝛiuie openly, as 
be in ſecrete, to the entent that ſome 
eme not as naturall ſonnes, and other 
as hired ſeruantes. He that is vertuous 
ought to haue great regarde to the pꝛo⸗ 
fite ot his loꝛde ſecretly, and to be meke 
of conuer ſacion with euery man openly 
els his pꝛiuitie wil not long indure, and 
the hate of the pzince with the people 
will increace.Dftentimes 1 haue redds 
ok our pꝛedeceſſours, and J haue ſeen it 
in the pꝛeſent Romaines, whan many 
hold with one, than one holdeth but lit⸗ 
tell with diuerſe, and leſſe with many, 
the whiche keepeth their willes as farre 
ok, as the perſons be nygh. And ſithe the 
rineſſe ofthe tyme, and vnſtableneſle of 
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Foztune neuer leaueth anp thynge in 
dne caſe , but all is as in maner of a 
dꝛeame, the moſte ſure purchaſe is to fle 
fro pervll, foꝛ than whan the pꝛinces ha⸗ 
ne paſſed their pleaſures intermedled in 
trauailes, they ſearche foz manp, and 
fyndenotone.

J being at Rhodes 
redpng Rethoztke , My loꝛd Adꝛian kee- 
ping me there, at þ age of.rxri.pere, my 
por ficthe,+ noleffe weake than tender, 
at the arſt wozke A found ſo litarineſſe, 
and the ſolitarinefle with liberte avoꝛed 
the woꝛlde: In adozing J felt it, in feling

O glozious people, and tenne 
thouſande tpines bleſſed, that lefte their 
ſenſualitee, and vanquiched their natu⸗ 
rall will, beleue not that pe lee, but geue 
(alc to that ye neuer ſawe, as they that 
ee nothing goe againff the fatall deſti⸗ 
nies: who goeth againſt the wate of foz⸗

Mhat thyng is it to ſee the olde 
perſones, now in our daies, bꝛaide and 
make faire their white heares, trymme 
and kembe their beardes, weare ſtraite 
ſhodes, their hoſen garded, their ſhurtes 
frounced, their cloakes of ſkarlet, their 
bagges enb:oudzed, their cheynes of 
gold about thetr neckes, fringes of gold 
t ſiluer about their apparell, Opſtrige 
fethers vpon their hattes lykc Grekes ; 
perles and ringes on their fingers lpke 
Indiens, their gownes longe lyke fla-

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one pere, and Conſule fine tymes, and 
whan he was paſt the age ol. xv. peres, 
than he began to ſcrue Roſane doughter 
of Oneus Curcius, a lady right fairs 
and pounge:and he doted ſo farre in hir 
loue, that he ſpent al that he had to ſerue 
ir, and would weepe lyke a childe wha 
e ſawe hir. It foztuned this ladie fell 
ſicke ofa feuer, t ſhe liſted to eate newe 
apes, and it was in ſpꝛing tyme, whi 
here was none rype as than in Rome. 
He ſent foz ſome to the flelde of Danu⸗ 
bius 7 that was * M. and. v. C. le 
thenſe, and this was chewed to the Se 
nate, and they 82deigned, that Roſana 
was cloaſed in with the virgins Ueſfas 
les, and the olde man was bantthed per⸗ 
etually out of Rome, and his childꝛen 
iued in great pouertie, the father died 
infamed. J beleue that pe haue heard of 
this. There were diners chat reputed 
fo; a great villany the deede of the olde 
louer , and p2atled the ſentence-of the 
Senate. But I chynke if Gnagin had 
had as manp pounge perſons in his bas 
nyſhement,as there were olde amozous 
per ſones that toke by hym eraumple, 1

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And therloꝛe the beſt is, that ſach people 
whi thei be warned by their ſeruauͤtes, 
and repꝛoued by their parentes, and de⸗ 
fired by their iritendes , that they make 
not excuſe and ſay, how thet be not amo- 
tous, but in mockerie. Whan JF was ve 
rap poung, both of age and witte, on a 
night J mette with a neighbour of mine 
nigh to the capitoll, I was his nephew, 
and ſon to his ſon, and ſaid to him: My 
lozd Fabꝛicius, ve ar amozous thus and 
thus. He aunſwered me, J do it but foz 
paſfime. Certainly J had meruaile ts 
mete him atthathoure, and J was aba- 
ſhed of that aunſwere that he gane me. 
In them that be ſo2ze aged, and of ſadnes 
and grauitee, ſuche requeſtes ought not 
to be called amours, but rather dolours 
not a paſtime, but a loſt time, no mocke⸗ 
rp but a foliſhnes: foꝛ in loue with moc# 
kery, foloweth the trouth of infamie. 
To the Claudius and Claudine, J de- 
maunde of von olde louers, what is it to 
be polythed and arraped as pe be ſo gay⸗ 
ly,but the bzonde of the tauerne, where 
ther is nothing but vinegre, faire egges 
and nothyng in them, gilt pilles , and 
bitter in taſte, an olde bottell and a newe 
toppell, a hole wounde rancled vnder- 
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neth, the figure of an ore to take . 
ches, a llypper waie, where no foote is 
ſure, and finall + old louer is as a knight 
decaied, that helpeth to leeſe money, and 
can helpe no man fro perill. Of trouthe 
the olde lecherous louer is as a [wpng 
with a white head and a grene tavle. 
Chan we thinke, ve that be my friendes 
and neighbours, ve take no hede in bꝛea 
king the wpnges out ot ſeaſon, wha the 
fethers be gone: and pet ye beguple me 
not, to ſaie that there is tyme inough: 
Beleue me, that that may be dane in the 
daie, leaue it not till the night of poure 
age. Foz the blunt knife cutteth but pll 
with the edge, and he that is wont fo2 to 
tate the ſleſſhe, can not eate the bones. 
Chan let vs come to the remedy, to re⸗ 
dꝛeſle this dommage, that is, if that the 
houſe begin to fall, ſhoꝛe and ſtaie it not 
with pieces + ſclender tymber, but with 
freight pyllers of the life, that we haue 
to pelde the goddis, and to men by good 
fame. And it che vyne ok all our vertues, 
be ready to be gathereth, at the leaſt let 
vs gather that is lefte vs by bnderſtan- 
ding. And ſithe the waters ok our reſt, 
are waſted with our yll wozkes, let vs

| Nes, 
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ſyꝛes, and than the good goddis will bee 
cotent with the ſeruices, that we oughre 
to do, fo the merites and rewardes that 
they do to vs, ſo that if we deũre, to ate 
taine golde foꝛ our woozkes, pet to pape 
bs with the — — of our good deſires. 
And finallp, I ſaie to vou Claudius and 
Claudine, if vr haue offred the floure of 
pour pouth to vices, offre nowe at this 
tyme, the bzanne of pour age to the god⸗ 
dis. J haue wziten has largely to pon, 
as I thinke:and becauſe pe thall not beg 
take as cowardes,no2 J foz hardy, giue 
no parre of this letter to anp perſone.

my trauaila haſt wept foꝛ me: and noi 
A fet le fo2 the, as thou haſt felt fo; my, 
Fo? to frendes afflicted with ſoꝛow, wi 
ought to geue remedie to their perſons 
and coſolacion, and compaſſion totheig 
heartes. J ſweare to the by the lawe 
2 men , in this caſe 3 haue not ben 
ncourteiſe of auncient tinie,no2 crucli 
at this tyme, to feele it. As J redde ig 
lynes of thy letter, J couide not hong 
my handes from ſhakpng, no mp hea

mentes. Beleue me in one thyng Ant

chaſtiſementes by the hande of mol 
ous beaſtes. Certainly it is iuſt 4 moſt 
tuff, that bzute beaſtes be chaſtiſed by 
ther bꝛutt beaſtes, and the monſteron 
by other monſterous beaſtes, and ſuc 
as offende with great faultes, to ben 
niſſhed with great peynes. J ſapetoth 
one thing, the which ſemeth a newth! 
to the, and that is this the eupll perſon 
offende moꝛe by inkamp, than the gd 


fo: the offence that is committed agal 
them. As the goddis naturally be pl 
full, and alway haue the name therot,| 
we are alwaies euill, and our euiln 
and ſhameſull wooꝛkes deſerue to h. 
ſoꝛe chaſtilement. The lympie folkes 
the goddis cruell, in that they lee i! 
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chaſfiſement openly, and fo2 they ſe nat 
our ſecrete pineſte, Than the gods haue 
reaton to complaine, bycauſe we with 
our ſinnes offende theym, and they by 
our crueinefſe are inkamed. An ineffa⸗ 
ble rule it is, that the pitifull govdis doe 
not ——— extremelp with extreme 
thaſtiſementes, ſith that firſt the vici⸗ 
dus men do extremely with extreme vi⸗ 
tes. The tyme that Camillus was ba⸗ 
niſhed Capue, and that the French men 
ollelled Rome, Lucius Clarus Cons 
ull was ſent by the Senate to the 02a- 
cle of Apollo, to demaũde counſell, what 
the Romaine people ſhoulde dooe to be 
delivered out of their great perpll. And 
there this conſule was.rl.daves within 
the temple on his knees befoze Apollo, 
offerpng right ſtraunge ſacrifices , and 
ſhedde many teares with weppng, and 
pet he coulde haue none aun{were: and 
fo with no ſmall inconueniences he re⸗ 
tourned to Rome, Than the holy ſenate 
ſentoutofenery tẽple two pꝛieſtes, and 
whan they wee pꝛoſtrate on the erth. 

Apollo ſaied⸗ As one begynnyng is coꝛ⸗ 
reipondent to an other beginnyng, and 
one place to an nother, Peruaple thou 
not, though by the rcaſon of an extreme 
FOOTY Ff. iii. de⸗ 
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demaid,J ſhewed my ſelfertreme to an 
were. Ve Romatnes, ſith pe faple men, 
pe come to ſeke to the goddis. Foꝛ the 
occaſton wherok, we will gyue vou na 
good counſell whan pe haue nede, no: 
permitte that men ſhonlde kauour pou, 
whan ye go to ſeke fo2 them. Regard mp 
kreendes, not fo2 the ſacrifices, that ye 
haue offered to me, but foz the amitie, 
that J haue had with pour fathers in 
time paſt, wil diſcouer to pou a ſecret, 
the which is, that pe ſhall ſap to the Ko⸗ 
maines fro me ſeuen thinges. Che firſt 
is, let neuer man leaue the goddis fo an 
nother ma, foꝛ feare that the goddis de⸗ 
parte fro the miſerable man in his moſf 
greatteſt neceſſitie. The. ij.is, that moꝛe 
auapleth to holde the parte of one of the 
goddis immoꝛtall, that is in heaue, tha 
with all themoztall men in the wozlde. 
The thirde is, that men ſhoulde beware 
to annoy the goddis: koz the pꝛe of the 
goddis doth moze domage than the ini: 
quitie of all men. The foure is, the gods 
dis neuer foꝛget a man at any tyme, but 
pk the goddis be koꝛgotten by menne a 
thouſand times. The. v, is, that the gods 

is do ſuffre, that one chalbe perſecuted 

p an other that is pll, oz they haue my 
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— one that is good. And there⸗ 
ze pe are ſtriken with the featees ot᷑ the 
Frenchemen: becauſe pe haue perſecu⸗ 
ted and baniſched Camillus pour natu⸗ 
rall nepghbour. Che ſüirt is, i the men 
will haue the goddis fanourable in the 
tyme of warre , they muſt ſerue theim 
firſt in tyme of peace. The. vii. is, that 
the pitifuil goddis ſcndeth not to any 
realme ſome extreme chaſtiſement, but 
ifitbefo2 ſome extreme offences comics 
ted in the ſame realme. And ſhewe tothe 
Senate, that J woulde make none aun- 
ſwere to Lucius Clarus, becaule they 
ſent ſo yll a man to their god Apollo, as 
ambaſladour, the whiche they ought noc 
to haue doen. Ye Romapnes take this 
counſapll ot me, and if ye fynde it il, take 
no moꝛe ot me. In a ſtrãge meſſage ſend 
alwayes the moſte eloquent men, and in 
pour ſenate ſet the wyſeſt men. And com 
mitte pour hoſtes to valiant capitaines: 
and to pour goddes ſende alwap p moſte 
innocent men. The iuft goddis neuer ap 


peaſe their pꝛes againſt vniuſt men: but 


of the requirers be very innocet : meke. 
o2a foule veſſel is not made cleane but 


Fab faire water, Foꝛ with foule handes 
it is harde to make the veſlell cleane.

frinde,beienc the god Apollo. © 
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The goddls beſo iuſt, that they wyl nor 

ue iuſt thynges but by the handes of 
uſt men. Finally J ſate, if pe will dꝛiue 
the Frenchemen pour enemies out of 
pour landes, frſt caſte out the paſſions 
fro pour hartes. Zhinke fo2 trouth, that 
the goddes will neuer dꝛiue pour enne⸗ 
mies out of Italie, till Camillus and all 
the giltleſſe that be banyſhed, be retour⸗ 
ned againe to Rome. Certainly the cru⸗ 
el warres that the goddis permit at this 
me pꝛeſent, is but a warnyng ok the 
chaſtiſementes foꝛ offences palled. Foz 
that the pil men haue do den to the inno⸗ 
centes in diuers daies, after by the han- 
des of other that be vll, the paiement is 
made in one date. This anſwere Apollo 
made to the p:ieſfes Flamines, that 
were ſent to hym out of Rome, whiche 
thyng made the ſenate ſoꝛe abaſſhed. J 
remembꝛe, that inthe booke of the aun 
were ok the goddis, in the annales of the 
capitoll, there J founde it: the whiche 
booke the firſt day of cuerp moncth was 
redde by a Senatour, betoꝛe al the other 
ſenatours of the ſenate. Therfo2e friend 


Antigonus, as the god Apollo ſaied, vt 


vlt not beleue me, that am thy 
Antigs 
nus, 


thou 
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nus, beholde how the vnderſfandyng of 
vaine men are but — to the ſpirites 
ok the goddes, which are ſecrete and hid: 
and where as thei ſpeake, al other ought 
to be ſtyll. Foꝛ one counſel ot the goddis 
is moꝛe woꝛth in mockerie, then all the 
tounſelles of men, though they be neuer 
ſo erneſt. Df whence thynkeſt thou that 
this tommeth: J hall ſhewe thee: The 
oddis are ſo per ſite in all bountie, and 
o wyſe in all wyſedome, and we are ſo 
pll in all malice, and ſo ſimple in ali um⸗ 
pleneſſe, that though they would erre, 
they can not, becauſe thev be goddis: 
and we that would bee allured. erre, bes 
canſe we be men. And herein I ſee what 
a b2ute beaſte man is: t̃oꝛ all theſe moz2- 
tall men are ſo entier in their own wil⸗ 
les, that they wyll loſe moꝛe in folowing 
their owne opinion, than wynne by the 
counlell of an other man:and that woꝛſt 
of all is, they take ſo the bitte in the teeth 
indopng plle, that there is no bꝛydle 
that can refrapne theim. And they are ſo 
flow to doe well, that there is no pꝛycke 
no; ſpourre that can d2pue theim fo2- 
warde. Thou doeſt complapne of the pi⸗ 
ticfull goddis, and of the ſacrate ſenate.

"Andif Hos 
mere begileth vs not in this gyaunt , he 
was of ſuche fame and deedes, that enes 
ry foure peares , there was a cuſfome, 
that all nacions of the wozlde wente to 
wꝛaſtle at mount Olpmpe. And thereof 
came the reckening ofthe Dlympiades; 
In the ſeconde warre —— — among 

the captiues ot ſoꝛo ul Carthag! Ds 
pion bꝛought a man, alozdeof Paurt- 
tapne, xp dt ſtrong and fierſe to behold: 
and in celebꝛatyng a ſpecnacle in the pa⸗ 
lays of Rome, whichs was than of great 
renoume, there were innumerable bea⸗ 
Mes runne at. This captiue pꝛiſoner 
lept into the parke , killed two beares, 
and w2affled with a lyon a rene while: 
firtally bepng ſoze hart with the lpons 
awes, he ſfrangled the lyon with his 
ndes. This was was a — Biker 
147 bay — nowe it ſemeth incredi- 
be belened. 

. CInthe pere;CCCC.rr.of the founds 
cion of Rome, Lucio Lede, a renoumed 
capitaine coming from Tarent againſt 
o kyng ol the Epyꝛotes : he was = 
cit that b2zought, ili. * 
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Rome in the dale ol his criumphe . Sta⸗ 
ges and places were made foz. xxx. . 
men co le the rening ot theſe Dliphites, 
t in the middes of the paſtime, the plakes 
b:ake and lew mo than. v.. perſones. 
And amo ng them there was Rumatian 
the whiche bare vppon his ſhoulders a 
pianae with mo then thꝛe hundzed men, 
tyll that he and they were ſuccoured. 
¶ Gaius Celar bepng pong, flepng the 
company of Splla, becauſe he was pers 
teigniag to Parius, he beyng amõg the 
Mhodies, wan his meate with courüng 
and runing of hozſes, with his handes 
bound behind him. It was a moſtrnous 
thing to ſe, as the annales witnefle, how 
he wold guyde the haꝛſes with bis knees 
ſo faſte, às though he had dꝛawen theim 
with the reines of their bꝛidels. 

¶ In the xv. peare that the capitaine of 
Carthaginenſe entred into Italp, ou 
auncient fathers ſent to p realme ot Fri 
gie foꝛ the good!s Berecinthia, mother 
of the god is, and whan ſhe axiued at the 
pozte-Poſtie, the ſhyp that ſhe came in, 
ranne vpon the lande, and by the ſpace 
offouredaies.rr. M. men, that came in 
the armie, could not remoue it:by chãce 
came thither one of the Argines Reſts 
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les named Kea, whiche with her gyꝛden 
tved to the ſhyppe, dzewe it to the lande 
as eaſely as ſhe woulde haue dꝛawen a 
thꝛede from the dilfafte, And to the intẽt 
that we ſhould beleue luche thynges, as 
we here were dooen in tymes paſte, we 
map knowe it by dedes done pzeſently in 
our daies. Jremembze whan my loꝛde 
Ad2tan came fro Dacte, he did celeb:ate 
a ſpectacle in Rome, wherein there was 
ms then two thouſande wilde beaſtes, e 
the thynge moſte notable that we haue 
ſeen, there was a knyght bozne by a rp- 
uer Danubio,who toke a hozſe,andran 
into the parke,and llewe ſo many wylde 
beaſtes, that there fled fro hym Lpans, 
Leopardes, Beares, Dlyphantes, « we 
did fle fro theim;and he flew mo of them 
than they did of men. Theſe ſtraunge 
thynges J haue recited to thee, that of al 
theſe 4 am not ſo abaſhed, as Jam ofthe 
to ſee the ready to doe armes againſt the 
goddis, and againſt the ſenate,+ againſt 
Foꝛtune. Thele thze are gyantes in vers 
taous valiauntiſe, and happie at all ty⸗ 
mes: and they be ſuche as commaunde 
thetm that commaunde other, The god⸗ 
dis by their naturalitie and power, cloſs 
vp the luries, and gouerne the *

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And the ſenate with their tnſf{ce oners 
commeth realmes, ſuboueth tyꝛantes: 
and Foztune with hir epzanny taketh 
the that they leaue, and leaueth the that 
they take: and honozeth theim that they 
diſhonour, ans chattiſeth the that ſerue 
hir: che begileth euerp perſone, and no 
perſon begtleth hir: ſhe pꝛomiſeth much

Thou complaineſt 
howe the gods haue broken thy houſes 
with an earthquake, 2 haue flayne thy 
doughter, kelow in thy baniſhemet,x all 
in one dale: But thou dœeſt not remem⸗ 
ber the offences that thou haſt cõmitted 
in diuers caſes.

Great ought 
thine offence to be, fith the earth hath 
taken vengeance fo2 the goddis:and thy 
innocent doughter hath patev the fant, 
fko2 the offence of hir father. O Antigo⸗ 
nus, dooeſt thou not knowe, that in all 
thynges the goddis mate woozke after 
their owne opinion and will, except in

Wherby we wyn che fame of tyꝛantes. 
In good ſoth there is no man amonge 
men, noꝛ humain amog the humaines, 
but he is a bꝛute beaſt, and wilde amodg 
wilde beaſfes, that nameth him ſelfe to 
be ot the fleſh, and hath no pitie to hurte 
other fleche: Noꝛ conſidereth not, that 
the goddis haue made him a meke beaſt 
and lowlp by nature, and he becometh a 
fiers ſerpent by malice. In the. ru. pere 
of the foũdacion of Rome, Romulus the 
firſff kyng, ſent a commanndement into 
all places and realmes nigh to hym: as 
to the Uolgues, Samites, and Uuſlies, 
to Capue, Tarentis, and Albanois: to 
the entent that all ſuche as were banil- 
thed, troubled, and perſecuted in their 
reaimes, ſhoulde come to Rome, 9 
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they ſhould be receſned and wellentrea- 
ted:4 except the hiſfo:ies lpe, Rome was 
moze inhabited in ten peares, than Ba⸗ 
kplon o2 Carthage in a hundzed peares. 
O glozious herte of Romulus, that ſuch 
athinge inuented, and gloꝛious tongue 
that ſuche a thyng cõmaunded: and glos 
rious was the citie 02 countrep, that foũ 
ded them vpon ſuche mercy and pitie. 
haue found diuers letters ot diuers rea 
mes of the oꝛient, ſen foꝛth, mencionyng 
thus. Me the kyng of Parthes in Aﬀee, 
to the conſcript fathers of Rome, and te 
the yappy people of Jraly, and vnto all 
theim of that ©mptre,haupng the name 
of Romaines, and the ſurname of mẽ⸗ 
cie. Dalutacion to pour perſones Ace 
ſende peace and tranquilitie toß as 
we demaunde theſame of the goduis. 

¶ Thus than regarde, what glozious 
title of clemency our pꝛedeceſſours No⸗ 
mapnes had, and what example of cle- 
mencp they haue left foʒ all Emperours 
to come. Take this fo2 certavne, that the 
Cenſoꝛes oꝛ miniſfers of Ju ſtice, fo: get 
tyng the pitie of the Komapnes, ſhall be 
reputed cruell,as Barbariens: noꝛ Ro- 
me ſhall not repute tbeim as hir natural 
Chyldzen, but as cruell enemies:and _ 
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fo: augmentours of the common welth, 
but inkamours and robbers of clemecp. 
¶ Mhan J was of the age of ſeuen ana 
thirty peres, beeyng in the ple of Crete, 
nows called Cypꝛes, in wynter tome. 
There was a mountaine called Archa⸗ 
ano aſopuiche foure pyllers were ſer, 


and a ſepulchꝛe of a kynge of woꝛthy fa-

:and as one ſhewed me,there wer

ters rounde about the ſepulch2e ſaiyng 
thus: J haue taken to me alwapes this 
counſaile, where as — but 
littell good, J neuer dydde harme, and 
that that J myght haue with peace, J 
neuer ſtroue foꝛ: Suche as Jmpght o⸗ 
nercome with pꝛaiers, Jneuer feared 
with thzetenynges. Where as J myghe' 
remedy ſecretly, J dyd neuer chaſfpſe 
openly : theym that J myght cozrece 
with warnpnges, J neuer hurced with 
beatpnges: Suche as IJ chafyſed open 
lp, I firſfe aduertyſed ſecretely: And k⸗ 
nally J neuer chaſtpſed one, but I foz⸗ 
gaue foure. Jam ryght ſozowfull, by⸗ 
cauſe that 3 haue chaſtiſed: and am glad 
becauſe that J pardoned. In as muche 
as A was bozae as a man, my _—_ 
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etaten with wozmes:and becauſe J 
aue lived vertuouſly in my life, my ſpi⸗ 
rite hall now reſte with the goddis. 
Chou thynkeſt thou my friends Anti⸗ 
gon as, what an Epitaphie was this: 
nd bowe gloz(ons was his lyke, ſys 
the memoꝛp of hym vnto this daie abt- 
deth ſo immoztall- And as the Goddes 
maye helpe me in ail goodneſle, and de⸗ 
fende me kro vll, J haue not (a greatte 
delyte of Pampeic with his armie, no2 
at Gaius Julius Ceſar with his Gau⸗ 
les of Fraunce, no: at Scipio with his 
Affricanes, as J haue at the kynge of 
Cyp2es with his ſepulchze . Foz that 
kynge hath moze gloꝛv in that Poun- 
tapne bern deade, than all the other 
dad in all their lpues, with all thepz 
triumphes, that euer they had in Rome. 
A ſaie not, but that all the wyckednefſs 
of pil people ſhonide be chaſtyſed: Foz 
without compariſon, he is woꝛſe that fa 
uoureth the yll, than he that committeth 
the pil: foꝛ the one pꝛoceadeth of weake⸗ 
nelle, and the other of malice . But it 
ſeemeth to me, and to all other that bee 
wyle, that as the ſynne is naturall, and 
the chaſtiſemente voluntarie: ſo ought 


the rygour of Juſtice to bes temperate, 


ſo 
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fo that the miniſters ſhould ſhewe com⸗ 
paTion rather than bengeance: wherbp 
treſpaſſers ſhuld haue occaſion to amẽ d 
cheir ſynne paſſed, and not to reuenge 
iniurp pꝛeſent. O what places and real⸗ 
mes haue bene loſte, not foz the plneſfle 
that the yll people hath committed, but 
rather by the diſoꝛdinate Juſtice, that Þ 
miniſters of Juſtice haue ererciſed - 
Thinkyng by their rygour to cozrects 
the domages paſſed, whereby bath ryſen 
ſclaunders and ſtryfe, neuer none ſuche 
Harde ot afoꝛe. Whan a pztnce ſendeth 
any perſone with the charge of inffice, 
he ought to ſate to hym theſe wooꝛdes, 
whiche Anguſte Celar ſaied to the go- 
nernour of Aﬀrike : J put not the conſi⸗ 
dence ol myne bonour into thy hanves, 
noꝛ committe to the my iuſtice, to be a 
diſtroper ot innocentes, noꝛ an executio⸗ 
ner of ſynners, but that with one hande 
thou ſhouldeſt helpe the good to main⸗ 
teine theim therein, and with the other 
— helpe to reyſe them that be yll 

om their nongbtines. And mpne entẽ⸗ 
cion is to ſende the koꝛth to be a pꝛecep⸗ 
tour of 9 ——— an adnocate foꝛ wt 
dowes, a lur gion fo2 all woũdes, a ſtaffe 


fo; the blynde. a father to euery 3 
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to ſpeake ape to myne euemtes, and to 
reiopte my friendes. In this maner X 
would thou ſhouldeff vſe thy (elf in engs 
ry place, ſo that by the fame of pititul⸗ 
nclie, ſuche as be myns ſhall be in reit ? 
contente to be my lubiedes, and that 
ſtrangers ſhall be deſirous to come am 
to ſerue me. | 

C This inffruaion Auguſt Ceſar gang 
to d gouernour of of his, becauſe it was 
ſhewed him, that he was ſomwhat crael 
in that realme.Cercainly thei wer ſhozt 
woꝛdes, but thei be right compendious. 
And would to god they were wꝛitten in 
the heartes of our iudges. Thou wꝛiteſt 
bow that vll is ſoꝛe troubled by reaſon 
of the ſenſoꝛes and iudges therof. At is a 
nopkull trauaile to receiue the audoꝛitis 
of iuſtice into the hand of an vniuſt mã: 
and it is a thyng not to be ſuffered, that 
one with tyzanny ſhould tyꝛannyſe dps 
uers other: not with the lyke, but wi 
the ancto2itie to coꝛred good men,theres 
by to be called a good cenſaze.

pcians did, howe our god alone may dos 
muche moze than all pour goddis to 
ther.

What p2ofite is to 
ale peace peace, t in ſecret to ſay warre 
warre: J late this becauſe pe haue baniſ 
ſhed the eldeſt ſonne of ayng Jdumeo, 
outof Lpon fo2 his demerites , and pe 
haue ſent in his ſtede Campanius, Bar 
cus Ruffus, and Maler ius Graccus foz

be in Rome, than thet charought to be 
bertuous and fuſfe,to geue craumple rc 
other, to be yll and vicious?
